& The fair at Macleod which opened on 
August 3rd was the best ever seen in 
Macleod. The showing of horses cc- 
lipsed all previous occasions, and re- 
presented all parts of Southern Alber- 
ta, from the tiny pony to the heavy 
work horse. The cattle were a sight 
not to be forgotten by lovers of cattle 
and the judges had some difficulty in 
deciding in many cases as to the best. 
Poultry has not been seen to as great 
advantage in Macleod as this year, 
both in quantity and quality. Grains 
and grasses were in great number of 
entries and never in the history of 
Southern Alberta have these been as 
good, while the vegetables surpass all 
previous records. Ladies’ work of all 
kinds was exceptionally good, and the 
entries are far in excess of previous 
exhibitions, 


Second Day's Program 


The second day of the fair was be- 
yond all expectations in attendance. 
The weather man was certainly good 
to all, and especially to the fair 
group. The morning opened with a 
shower of rain that lasted from 6 a.m. 
till 10 a.m., but it turned out to be 
the very best thing that could have 
come on, as the balance of the day 
was cloudy, with just breeze enough 
to keep the flies away, and the dust 
was a thing of the past for that day 
at least Everyone was at the fair; 
everyone was in good humor; the 
farmer left his work to bring the fam- 
ily to see what was being grown, and 
the stock that his neighbor had, and 
make comparisons, so that he might) 
improve for the next year, and beat? 
him in the prizes. Altogether the 
entries were in excess of previous 
years by over thirty per cent, and the 
quality was such that even the ex- 
perimental farm man who was judg- 
ing the grain, grasses and vegetables 
and flowers remarked, “This is the 
best I have seen in Southern Alberta.” 
The judging of the horses was finish- 
ed in the morning, the saddle horses 
and ponies proving to be very much 
superior to previous years, and were

In the losers’ contest 
which drew a very large number of 
spectators, Stavely won from Clares- 
holm, while the championship game 
in the evening was Barons and Mac- 
leod, resulting in a tie of two all. 
This is said to have been the best 
baseball game that has yet been play- 
ed here in years, and the boys have 
gone home satisfied with the results.

CAPITAL GOSSIP AND

Following the passing of the legis- 
lation making possible the operation 
of a wheat board in Alberta, the legis- 
lature, in special session, prorogued 
Monday evening last. The indemnity 
bill was passed providing an indemnity 
of $250 for the special session, the 
amount having been raised from $200 
on the motion of Robert Pearson, In- 
dependent, of Calgary, during the sit- 
ting of the house in committee. The 
gas question as relating to supply of 
gas to Medicine Hat and Calgary, was 
the subject of a debate in the house, 
but no action was taken. Resolutions 
submitted by the Calgary members 
were rejected by the house. 


The Department of Agriculture is 
continuing its investigation of the hay 
situation in the northern districts. No 
hay buyers have as yet been sent out 
by the government however.

be furnished with a letter in which 
their authority will be stated. No 
buyers at present in the field have 
any authority from the government.

A parasite, which apparently has 
for its sole aim in life the destruction | 
of the grasshopper, has made its ap-| 
pearance and in large numbers. On| 
Tuesday of this week Grasshopper In- 
spector Barr, accompanied by H. | 
Mackintosh, inspected a portion of the | 
district lying north of the Old Man 
River and found to their very great 
satisfaction that many of the adult | 
grasshoppers are being preyed upon!

“So you’re going to try to take 
humor up to Scotland,” the most emi 
nent author in England said to me. 


ter take an axe with you to open their | 
skulls; there is no other way.” How 
this legend started I don’t know, but ° 
think it is because the English are 
jealous of the Scotch. They got into 
the Union with them in 1707 and they 
can’t get out. The Scotch don’t want! 
home rule, or Swa Raj. or Dominion 
status, or anything; they just want 
the English. When they want money 
they go to London and make it; if they 
want literary fame they sell their 
books to the English; and to prevent 
any kind of political trouble they take 
care to keep the cabinet well filled 
with Scotchmen The English for 
shame’s sake can’t get out of the 
Union, so they retaliate by saying that 
the Scotch have no sense of humor. 
But there’s nothing in it. One has 
only to ask any of the theatrical peo 
ple and they will tell you that the 
audiences in Glasgow and Edinbury 
are the best in the British isles— 
possess the best taste and the best 
ability to recognize what is really 
good, 

The reason for this lies, I think, in 
the well-known fact that the Scotch 
are a truly educated people, not edu- 
cated in the mere sense of having bee i 
made to go to school, but in the higher 
sense of having acquired an interest in 
books and a respect for learning. In 
England the higher classes alone pos- 
sess this, the working class as a whole 
knew nothing of it. But in Scotland 
the attitude is universal. And _ the 
more I reflect upon the subject, the 
more I believe that what counts most 
in the appreciation of humor is not 
nationality, but the degree of educa 
tion enjoyed by the individual con-
